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HE rapidly expanding scope of our 

national defense effort, made neces 
sary by the lamentable world situation, 
is constantly imposing new and ever in 
creasing demands for modern communica- 
tions for our Navy. These demands are 
the more apparent when one considers the 


increasing speed, striking power, and 
range of modern weapons and the ac 


clerated tempo of modern warfare. The 
geographical area over which the recent 
naval action in the North Atlantic was 
fought emphasizes more clearly than ever 
before the vital necessity for rapid naval 
communications. The interception and 
destruction of the Bismarck followed the 


eficient use of modern means of com- 
municating information concerning her 
movements information without which 


she might well have escaped. 

The recent declaration of an unlimited 
wational emergency and the redeclaration 
of our determination for freedom of the 
seas by the President makes clear to all 
of us the task which lies ahead. It is the 
responsibility of our Navy to protect our 
casts and our insular possessions from 
iny enemy whatsoever; and to safeguard 
the interests of the United States beyond 
vur shores. Recent events have made 
crystal clear that this responsibility can 
not be suecessfully discharged merely by 
waiting for the enemy to strike. For bet 
ler protection of our national interests, 
we have established new naval outposts 
ind our Navy is being expanded to meet 
the enemy at the threshold of his plan 
of aggression. Modern warfare requires 
ilertness—an alertness supported by 
unity of action and concentration of 
hower which cannot be achieved without 
the intelligent, immediate, efficient use of 
modern means of rapid communication. 
We realize this and our plans to make 
Vailable such means of communicatioa 
ire presently being executed. Were it 
necessary only to provide the strictly 
iilitary communications involved, the 
‘cope of the problem, although large, 
would be much narrower than the pres- 
fit situation demands. Former wars 
lave presented only the more narrow 
roblem but today we know that complete 
mobilization of communications is essen-

The House of Representatives on 21

The law will suspend operation of See

the officer will be discharged if he has 
less than seven years’ service and retired 
if he has seven or more yeurs’ service.

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News Correspondents Discuss ‘“‘How Good is Our New Army” 


11k. views of five newspaper men, who have been following the growth of the 

American Army closely, were presented over the American Forum of the Air in 
a broadcast from stations WOL and WOR over the Mutual Network last Sunday, 13 
July. Those participating were Mr. Edward EK. Bomar, who reports on the War Depart- 
ment for the Associated Press; Mr. Mark S. Watson, who covers the War Department 
for the Baltimore Sun, and three news men who covered the Tennessee maneuvers : 
Mr. Lewis B. Sebring, jr., of the New York J/lerald-Tribune; Capt. Maxwell M. 
Corpening, of the Chicago Tribune, and Mr. William G. Hetherington of the Newark 
Rvening News. 

In his statement Mr. Bomar said: “Probably no qualified and responsible person 
would contend that the United States Army is ready now for blitzkrieg. But the 
progress that is being made toward a state of readiness should, in most particulars, be 
eause for satisfaction though not complacency. Major defects and deficiencies of 
the army in its present stage of transition are plain. They were bound to accompany 
the sixfold expansion that has taken place within a year. All sorts of important 
weapons are lacking. Only now are modern dive bombers beginning to put in an ap 
pearance. Medium tanks, another essential of the air-ground team whose striking 
force the Germans have dramatized, are just reaching the assembly lines. Self- 
propelled gun mounts and other new weapons and tactics to cope with armored forces 
are still being perfected. Shortages are likely to remain for months in ant-aircraft 
and anti-tank guns, in new 105-millimetre field artillery and in ammunition. Only a 
start has been made toward weeding out unfit officers. This summer’s maneuvers are 
disclosing faults in tactics and command. 

“Under the circumstances any signs of official complacency would be discouraging 
indeed. On the contrary evidence is strong that major weaknesses are recognized and 
are being attacked with vigor (both by the general staff and in the field). Possibly 
not one of the existing 38 divisions is ready in all respects. But it may be recalled 
that on the eve of the European explosion General Malin Craig, retiring as Chief of 
Staff, complained that only four divisions existed at all, and none was completely 
organized, except on paper.” 

Mr. Watson expressed his views as follows: “To say that our new army of nearly 
1,500,000 men is six times as large as our Regular Army of a year ago, and many 
times as strong, is true. But a year ago it was so woefully weak in immediate striking 
force that any comparison made wholly on that basis would hardly be profitable. It 
would be almost equal folly to compare our present thriving young force with that 
stupendous mass which Germany has built up—not in the one year which we have 
had, but in eight years. Let one say at the outset that Germany’s army is vastly 
better than ours, in numbers of men, in amount of equipment, in discipline, in trained

Our nucleus of the handful of trained 
military men will with a little leeway produce an army equal to any in the world. They 
cannot do it overnight.” 

Mr. Sebring recalled that: “The 15th Infantry of the Regular Army 
tioned on the Pacific Coast-—has a very timely motto on its regimental badge.

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New Weapons and New Tactics 

Anew “Planning Branch” has been set 
up in the Operations and Training Divi- 
don (G-3) of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff by which it is hoped to accele- 
rate the development of new weapons and 
techniques, 

The new branch deals with various 
yew tactical methods including the em- 

oyment of new weapons. As a result of 
i#istudies, the Department expects that 
methods may be worked out by which 
weapons can be improved or new weap- 
ms designed to improve actual battlefield 
tactics. 

When such an improvement evolves, 
the matter will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Chief of Staff upon the recom- 
mendation of the appropriate General 
Staff Section, probably G-4, the Supply 
Branch. Funds to continue this type of 
development are expended from Ord- 
nance appropriations under the direction 
of the Chief of Staff. The G-3 Planning 
Branch does not actually build any new 
weapons or modify present equipment, 
jut its recommendations are normally 
turned over to the Ordnance Department 
for action. 

New and improved weapons are care- 
fully tested at Ordnance Proving Grounds 
and by troops in the fields and the func- 
tioning of this equipment is watched by 
observers from the Planning Branch. 

When the United States began its “all 
out” program of defense the nation asked 
its citizens to utilize their energies as far 
as possible in the interest of defense. Ac 
cordingly, American inventors plunged in 
to action. 

To give all their suggestions a fair ap- 
praisal, the National Inventors Council 
was created by the Secretary of Com 
merce. This Council works in close col 
laboration with the military and naval 
branches of the Government to bring to 
their attention all such discoveries and 
mechanics which appear to have defen- 
sive value,

President’s Message 


Vollowing is the text of President 
Roosevelt’s message of 21 July to the 
Congress of the United States on the sub 
ject of extending the tours of duty of 
National Guard, Reserves and Selectees: 

“Last year the Congress of the United 
States recognizing the gravity of the world 
situation held that common prudence re- 
quired that American defense, at that time 
relatively very weak, be strengthened in its 
two aspects. The first called for the produc 
tion of munitions of all kinds. The second 
called for the training and service of person- 
nel, The Selective Training and Service Act 
authorized the annual induction into military 
service of a maximum of 900,000 men for this 
training and service, of whom 600,000 are now 
in the army. The Congress also authorized the 
induction into service of the National Guard, 
the Reserve officers, and other reserve com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States. 

“In the absence of further action by the 
Congress, all of those involved must be re 
leased from active service on the expiration 
of twelve months. This means that beginning 
this Autumn about two-thirds of the Army of 
the United States will begin a demobilization. 

“The action taken last year was appropriate 
to the international situation at that time, It 
took into consideration the small size and the 
undeveloped state of our armed forces. The 
National Guard, which then formed the bulk 
of these forces, had to be seasoned; its tech- 
nical training and general efficiency greatly 
improved. The ranks of the National Guard 
and the Regular Army had to be brought to 
full strength; and, in addition, the army re 
quired for its tremendous expansion the ser- 
vices of approximately 50,000 reserve officers. 

“In effect, two steps were taken for the se 
curity of the nation. First, the Selective Ser 
vice Act initiated annual military training as 
a prime duty of citizenship. Second, the or 
ganzation and training of field armies was 
begun—training in team-work—company by 
company, battalion by battalion, regiment by 
regiment, and division by division, The ob 
jective was to have ready at short notice an 
organized and integrated personnel of over 
1,000,000 men, 

“T need scarcely emphasize the fact that if 
and when an organized and integrated com- 
pany, battalion, regiment or division is com 
pelled to send two-thirds of its members 
home, those who return to civil life, if called 
to the colors later on, would have to go 
through a new period of organization and in 
tegration before the new unit to which they 
were assigned could be depended on for ser 
vice, The risks and the weaknesses caused by 
dissolving a trained army in times of na- 
tional peril were pointed out by George 
Washington over and over again in his Mes- 
sages to the Continental Congress. 

“It is, therefore, obvious that if two-thirds 
of our present army return to civilian life, it 
will be almost a year before the effective 
army strength again reaches one million men. 

“Today it is imperative that I should offi- 
cially report to the Congress what the Con- 
gress undoubtedly knows: that the interna- 
tional situation is not less grave but is far 
more grave than it was a year ago. It is 86 
grave, in my opinion, and in the opinion of 
with the facts, that 


all who are conversant 
the army should be maintained in effective 
strength and without diminution of its ef- 


fective numbers in a complete state of readi- 
ness. Small as it is in comparison with other 
armies, it should not suffer any form of dis- 
organization or disintegration. 

“Therefore, we would be taking a grave na

tional risk unless the Congress were to make 
it possible for us to maintain our present 
full effective strength and during the coming 
year give training to as many additional 
Americans as we can, when immediate readi 
ness for service becomes more and more a 
vital precautionary measure, the elimination 
of approximately two-thirds of our trained 
soldiers, and about three-fourths of the total 
officer personnel, would be a tragie error, 

“Occasional individuals, basing thelr opin 
ions on unsupported evidence or on no evi- 
dence at all, may with honest intent assert 
that the United States need fear no attack on 
its own territory or on the other nations of 
this Hemisphere by aggressors from without, 

“Nevertheless, it is the well-nigh unanimous 
opinion of those who are daily cognizant, as 
military and naval officers and as government 
servants in the field of international rela- 
tions, that schemes and plans of aggressor 
nations against American security are so evi- 
dent that the United States and the rest of 
the Americas are definitely imperiled in their 
national interests. That is why reluctantly, 
and only after a careful weighing of all facts 
and all events, I recently proclaimed that an 
unlimited national emergency exists. 

“It is not surprising that millions of 
patriotic Americans find it difficult in the 
pursuit of their daily occupations and in the 
normal lives of their families to give con 
stant thought to the implications of happen 
ings many thousand of miles away. It is hard 
for most of us to bring such events into 
focus with our own readily accepted and nor- 
mal democratic ways of living. 

“That is why I must refer again to the se- 


quence of conquests—German conquests or 
attacks—which have continued uninterrupt- 
edly throughout several years—all the way 


from the coup against Austria to the present 
campaign against Russia. 

“Every move up and down and across En- 
rope, and into Asia, and into Africa has been 
conducted according to a time schedule utiliz- 
ing in every case an overwhelming superior 
ity not only in materiel but in trained men 
as well. Each campaign has been based on a 
preliminary assurance of safety or non-ag 
gression to the intended victim, Each cam 
paign has been based on disarming fear and 
gaining time until the German Government 
was fully ready to throw treaties and pacts 
to the winds and simultaneously to launch an 
attack in over-whelming force. 

“Each elimination of a victim has brought 
the issue of Nazi domination closer to this 
hemisphere, while month by month their in 
trigues of propaganda and conspiracy have 
sought to weaken every link in the commun- 
ity of interests that should bind the Amer- 
icas into a great western family. 

“I do not think that any branch of the Gov 
ernment of the United States will be willing 
to let America risk the fate which has de- 
stroyed the independence of other nations, 

“We Americans cannot afford to speculate 
with the security of America. 

“Furthermore, we have a definite responsi 


bility to every country in the Western 
Hemisphere—to aid each and every one of 
them against attack from without the 


Hemisphere. I do not believe that any branch 
of the American Government would desire to- 
day to abrogate our Pan-American pacts or to 
discard a policy which we have maintained 
for nearly a century and a quarter. 

“If we do not reverse this historic policy, 
then it is our duty to maintain it. To weaken 
our army at this particular time would be, 
in my Judgment, an act of bad faith toward 
our neighbors. 

“I realize that personal sacrifices are in- 
volved in extending the period of service for 
selectees, the National Guard and other re 
serve components of our army. I believe that 
provision now can and will be made in such 
on extension to relieve individual cases of 











undue hardship, and also to relieve older men 
who should, in justice, be allowed te resume 
their civilian occupations as quickly as their 
services can be spared. 

“Nevertheless, I am confident that the man 
now in the ranks of the Army realize far bet- 
ter than does the general public, the disas- 
trous effect which would result from permit- 
ting the present army, only now approaching 
an acceptable state of efficiency, to melt away 
and set us back at least six months while 
new units are being reconstituted from the 
bottom up and from the top down with new 
drafts of officers and men, 

“The legislation of last year provided defi- 
nitely that if national danger later existed, 
the one year period of training could be ex- 
tended by action of the Congress. 

“I do not believe that the danger to Amer- 
ican safety is less than it was one year ago 
when, so far as the army was concerned, the 
United States was in a woefully weak posi- 
tion. I do not believe that the danger to our 
national safety is only about the same as it 
was a year ago. 

“I do believe—I know—that the danger to- 
day is infinitely greater. I do believe—I know 

that in all truth we are in the midst of a 
national emergency. 

“Tam not asking the Congress for specific 
language in a specific bill. But I can say 
frankly that I hope the Congress will acknowl- 
edge this national emergency either for a spe- 
cifle period or until revocation by the Con- 
gress or the President, 

“The objective is, of course, the all im 
portant issue, It is to authorize continuance 
in service of selectees, National Guard and 
reserve components of the army and the re- 
tired personnel of the Regular Army, with 
the understanding that, should the exigencies 
of the situation permit, early return to civil 
pursuits will follow in due course. 

“Because of the swiftness of modern events, 
I think the Congress should also remove the 
restrictions in regard to the numbers of se- 
lectees inducted each year for training and 
service, 

“And, in order to reduce individual hard- 
ships to a minimum, I urge that the Congress 
provide that employers be asked to continue 
to keep Jobs open for their employees who 
have been held in the army. For my part I 
will direct that the return to civil life of offi- 
cers and men whose retention on active duty 
would impose undue hardship and that selec- 
tees and enlisted men of the National Guard, 
who have reached the age of twenty-eight, be 
transferred from active service to a reserve 
component as rapidly as possible, 

“At great cost to the nation, and at increas- 
ing dislocation of private buying, we are ac- 
cepting the material burdens necessary for 
our security. In such matters we accept the 
fact of a crisis in our history. 

“It is true that in modern war men with 
out machines are of little value, It is equally 


true that machines without men are of no 
value at all. Let us consolidate the whole of 
our defense—the whole of our preparation 


against attack by those enemies of democraey 
who are the enemies of all that we hold dear. 

“One final word: time counts. Within two 
months disintegration, which would follow 
failure to take Congressional action, will 
commence in the armies of the United States. 
Time counts. The responsibility rests solely 
with the Congress.”

“Observation Period” for Army 

A plan whereby numerous unit. com- 
manders of the Army will have an op- 
portunity to observe performance of sev- 
eral possible candidates for higher en 
listed grades was announced this week by 
the War Department. In most cases in 
the past unit commanders have not filled 
higher enlisted grades until they have ob- 
served the performance and capabilities 
of the various soldiers, since under regula- 
tions, the authorized number of appoint- 
ments in a lower grade could not be ex- 
ceeded. Under the new plan, unit com- 
manders ure permitted to exceed their 
authorized allotments in any grade by the 
number of racancies that exist in a higher 
grade pending the promotion of the best 
qualified applicant or applicants.

Without debate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives this week passed legislation 
authorizing commissions directly into the 
Army of the United States without re- 
gard to component, and sent the measure 
to the Senate. 

The bill was reported by the House Mil- 
itary Affairs Committee last week after 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
testified briefly in support of such legis- 
lation. 

The bill, H. J. Res. 199, creates a group 
similar in some respects to the National 
Army of World War days, into which 
would be commissioned certain special- 
ists who lack the military background 
required for Reserve officer commissions 
and the graduates of the new officer can- 
didate schools. 

One purpose of the legislation would 
be to avoid creation of an over-large Re- 
serve officer corps which would create 
training and other problems when the 
Army returned to a peace basis. 

Officers appointed directly in the Army 
of the United States under the bill would 
receive pay and other rights of Reserve 
officers. ROTC graduates will continue 
to be commissioned in the ORC, when the 
bill becomes law.

Army “Plucking” Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
move an officer, while under the B-Board 
innumerable steps and from six to 18 

months were required. 

The text.of the measure as it passed 
Congress follows, the Senate committee 
amendment and the Connally amendment 
apnearing in boldfaee type: 

“Resolved, ete., That during the national 
emergency announced by the President on 27 
May 1941, section 24b of the National Defense 
Act, as amended, is hereby suspended. 

“See, 2. That during the time of the na- 
tional emergency announced by the President 
on 27 May 1941, the Secretary of War, for 
such causes and under such regulations as 
he may prescribe, may remove any officer 
from the active list of the Regular Army: 
Provided, That such removal be made from 
among officers whose performance of duty, or 
general efficiency, compared with other offi- 
cers of the same grade and length of service, 
is such as to warrant such action, or whose 
retention on the active list is not justified for 
other good and sufficient reasons appearing 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of War: 
Provided further, That each officer so removed 
from the active list shall have been recom- 
mended for removal by a board of not less 
than five general officers convened for this 
purpose by the Secretary of War: Provided 
further, That such officer is allowed a hear- 
ing before said board. The action of the Sec- 
retary of War in removing an officer from 
the active list shali be final and conclusive. 
Officers removed from the active list who have 
less than 7 completed years of commissioned 
service at the time of removal shall be honor- 
ably discharged. Officers removed from the 
active list who have 7 or more completed 
years of commissioned service at the time of 
removal shall be retired with retirement pay 
computed as follows: Any officer so retired who 
has over 30 years’ service or any officer so re- 
tired who served in any capacity as a member 
of the military or naval forces of the United 
States prior to 12 Nov. 1919, shall be retired 
with annual pay equal to 75 per cent of his 
active-duty annual pay at the time of his re- 
tirement; any other officer go retired shall be 
retired with annual pay equal to 2% per cent 
of his active-duty annual pay at the time of 
his retirement, multiplied by a number equal 
to the number of complete years of his service 
counted for pay purposes under existing laws 
not in excess of 30 years, All officers retired 
under the provisions of this section shall be 
placed on the unlimited retired list.” 


Army Men “Above the Average” 

Assaying the man-power inducted into 
the Army under the Selective Service Act, 
the War Department has found that 
through its personnel selection system it 
is securing better potential soldiers than 





original studies had anticipated. The 
Army is getting “above the average” 


citizens for training, according to reports 
from Reception Centers throughout the 
country. 

It has been estimated that in a typical 
cross section of men of military age, 7 per 
cent will fall into Intelligence Group I; 
24 per cent into Group II; 38 per cent into 
Group III; 24 per cent into Group IV and 
the remaining 7 per cent into Group V. 

Lut intelligence grades received by a 
comparible group of approximately 130,- 
000 trainees were:

The figures thus show that in the aver- 
age civilian cross section 31 per cent 
would be above the normal Group III rat- 
ing.

Likewise, only 23.62 per cent of these 
tested trainees were “below the average,” 
whereas the civilian percentage would be 
31, 





Strategic Defense Roads 


The House of Representatives this week 
passed, with minor amendments, legisla- 
tion authorizing appropriation of not to 
exceed $250,000,000 for construction of 
strategic highways, access roads, flight 
strips and for necessary surveys and 


plans, and for use of federal highway 
funds for other defense road construction. 

The bill previously had been passed by 
the Senate. It now goes to a joint con- 
ference on the amendments. 








War Omnibus Bill 

Special legislative authority for the 
War Department to expend funds during 
the fiscal year 1942, which began 1 July, 
for a number of new projects is granted 
in a bill, H.R. 4476, which passed the 
Ilouse 21 July, and which now goes to the 
Senate. 

Among the new or continued grants of 
power to the Army contained in the mea- 
sure are: 

1, Provision for entertainment and instruc- 
tion in connection with the welfare of enlisted 
personnel, including a weekly radio program. 

2. Permits employment of interns in the 
Medical Department at not to exceed $720 per 
annum. These interns will be obtained from 
selected ROTC graduates. 

3. Removes limitation on strength of any 
branch of the Army, the number of Air Corps 
flying cadets, the number of assistant super- 
intendents of the Army Nurse Corps, the num- 
ber and grade of Reserve officers who may 
be ordered to extended active duty with the 
Air Corps during fiscal 1942, and provides 
that, exclusive of the officers of the Army Air 
Corps and those assigned thereto for train- 
ing, the number of officers of the Army who 
may be required to participate regularly and 
frequently in aerial flights (and so draw 
flight pay) shall not exceed five per cent of 
the total authorized commissioned strength 
of the Army. 

4. Gives to Reserve and National Guard 
personnel the same travel allowances as are 
enjoyed by Regulars, by providing: “That 
any funds available for... payment of travel 
allowances and travel in kind, shall be avail- 
able for the payment of such allowances as 
are now or may hereafter be authorized for 
dependents of personnel of the Regular 
Army, for travel of dependents of personnel 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps, and the National Guard while 
in the service of the United States when 
ordered to active duty for periods in excess 
of 15 days, including transportation from 
home to first station, from last station to 
home upon relief from active duty, and upon 
permanent change of station.” 

5. Authorizes payment of travel allowances 
as in 4 above for dependents of retired offi- 
cers, retired warrant officers, retired enlisted 
men of the first three grades and enlisted 
men of the first three grades of the Regular 
Army Reserve. 

6. Authorizes the Secretary of War to lease 


vessels from the Maritime Commission, an 
authority he does not now have. 
7. Permits continued operation by the 


Corps of Engineers of the railroad acquired 
by them near Camp Claiborne, La. 

8. Continues suspension of all limitations 
“with respect to the number of serviceable 
airplanes, airships, and free and captive bal- 
loons that may be equipped and maintained.”

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Navy Orders Explained 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
USN, announced recently these interpre- 
tations of phraseology used in orders to 
olficers: 

When the term “hereby detached” is 
used, it is intended that the commanding 
officer detach the specified officer within 
twenty-four hours after receipt of order. 
“On or about” intends that the command- 
ing officer shall have a discretionary 
period of ten days on either side of the 
given date in which the officer concerned 
may be detached. When the term “de- 
tached in time to proceed and report” on 
a certain date is used, the latest date of 
detachment, if the ship’s location permits, 
will be four days plus the required travel 
time in advance of the specified reporting 
date.

Navy Materiel 


Secretary of the Navy Knox at his 
press conference this week said that 
“some degree of interference” in the pro- 
duction of naval aircraft had been en- 
countered by the Bureau of Ordnance, 
primarily because of a shortage of ma- 
chine tools, but expressed confidence 
these difficulties could be overcome. The 
Secretary made the statement in response 
to queries concerning the testimony of 
Rear Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, earlier in the day 
before the House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee in which Admiral Towers said that 
naval plane deliveries in the first six 
months of 1941 fell twenty per cent short 
of estimates—totaling 1,547 against an 
estimated 1,995. Admiral Towers blamed 
the plane production lag to the priorities 
system. 

Secretary Knox, while admitting that 
production of ordnance materiel has 
lagged in certain phases, dismissed the 
seriousness of the difficulties by stating 
that they were “not critical.” He said 
that the Navy Department is taking the 
necessary steps to speed up all types of 
armament work. 

Rear Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnanée, in re- 
sponse to queries directed at Secretary 
Knox said that in an-effort to get into 
mass production of naval ordnance mate- 
riel, the Bureau of Ordnance is “freez- 
ing” basic designs of certain armaments,, 
such as guns, to what he termed an ap- 
preciable degree. He pointed out that it 
was necessary to “freeze” the basie de- 
signs of certain types of ordnance mate- 
rials, in order that delays that would be 
encountered if this system was not in 
force might be overcome. He stated how- 
ever, that the Bureau of Ordnance is con- 
stantly trying to improve on basic de- 
signs of weapons now in manufacture 
and added that when the design of a gun 
developed by foreign countries are reocg- 
nized as superior that the Bureau of Ord- 
nance develops it. In reply to a series of 
further questions he said that the ammu- 
nition situation is generally all right at 
the present and said that the slight de- 
lays in outfitting ships with guns was not 
serious. 





Marine Corps Activities 

The House appropriations committee 
this week reported a supplemental appro- 
priation bill for the fiscal year 1942 in 
which is included $88,000,000 for Marine 
Corps expansion. 

For the Marine Corps, provision is 
made for personnel and materiel expenses 
for an average increase in the active 
force of 407 officers and 21,342 men, the 
maximum number of each being 5,014 and 
75,000, and materiel expenses for an addi- 
‘tional 21,000 men, which number would 
‘bring the corps up to its mobilization 
strength, that is, 96,000 men. 

As to ships, the estimate and bill con- 
template an increase of 105 operating 


units, independently of patrol and dis- 
| trict craft. 
1 No increase is contemplated in the 


number of airplanes for which provision 
heretofore has been made. The bill does 
include, however, provision for 21 addi- 
tional non-rigid airships fer patrol duty. 
Of the total supplemental appropria- 
tion, $15,000,000 is set aside for pay, $72,- 
940,000 for general expenses, and $2,500,- 
000 for military equipment for the Fleet 
Marine Force. This latter figure includes 
complete equipment for two divisions, 
and six additional defense battalions. 
Brig. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, 
Assistant to the Commandant, in testi- 
mony on the measure, said that the new 
bill provides for an increase of 16,157 
regulars, an increase of 5,185 Reserves; 
a total increase of 21,342, on an annual 
average. The total strength he told the

Defense Communications Board 

Into the coordinated program for in 
wring our national defense, the Defense 
(onmunications Board was created on 24 
september 1940 by Executive Order. This 
ward was established in accordance with 
me of the recommendations resulting 
fom a study prepared by the War and 
Navy Departments made during 1939. The 
aims and purposes of the board can best 
ie understood by considering the general 
principles which govern its operation, ex- 
pressed by the President coincidentally 
with its creation. 

“The purpose of the Defense Communica 
tons Board, created today by Executive 
Order, is to coordinate the relationship of all 


branches of communication to the national 
defense. 
“The Defense Communications Board was 


initiated jointly by the various Government 
departments and agencies having a vital in- 
terest in this phase of the preparedness pro 
gam. The board is basically a planning 
agency, Without operating or procurement 
fonctions. As such it is charged with the im 
portant duty of charting the utilization and 
entrol of our communication systems in the 
best interests of the national security. 

“The board will have no power to censor 
ndio or other communications, or to take 
wer any facilities. 

“This task of planning is not confined to 
ndio broadcasting, but also embraces com 
mon carriers such as commercial radio-tele 
phone and radiotelegraph as well as other 
telephone, telegraph and cable facilities. 

“The board does not propose to interfere 
with the normal operation of broadcasting or 
other forms of communication any more than 
is necessary for the national protection. 
Through correlated planning, it will seek to 
gear the great and = strategically valuable 
American communications system, in both 
the domestic and international fields, to meet 
any situation the national interest 
quire,

“The various branches of the communica 
tions industry will cooperate in an advisory 
capacity with the board, which will be com 
posed of the Chairman of the Federal Com 
munications Commission, the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, the Director of Naval 
Communications, an Assistant Secretary of 
Mate, and an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury. Where the activities of the board 
impinge upon any functions of Government 
departments, representatives of such depart 
ments will be placed upon appropriate com 
hittees, 
“The board has had the cooperation of the 
mdio industry in the preperation of this 
oder, With industry cooperation, the board 
Will appoint committees from every branch 
of communications—broadcast and other ra 
dio services, cable, telegraph and telephone

HIREE important bills for the Coast 

Guard were signed by the President 
this week. One of the bills is an omnibus 
measure, Which among other things, pro- 
vides that enlistments in the Coast Guard 
be made for four-year periods, clarifies 
the status of the Coast Guard as a part 
of the military and naval forces of the 
United States, and protects the status of 
the Ceast Guard Reserve, 

Another bill, TLR. 1094, brings under 
the general pension laws officers and en 
listed men of the Coast Guard and their 
dependents, for deaths and disabilities in 
curred after 2S Jan. 1915 and before 
July 1930. On the latter date the Coast 
Gruard was brought under the general pen 
sion laws, but the legislation which ac 
complished this was not made retroactive 
Payments of pensions under TLR. 1004 
will not be retroactive, and will commence 


only with filing ef claims with the Vet 
erans’ Administration. 

The third bill, PER. ASS7, authorized 
construction of 13 Coast Guard cutters, 


three of which shall be especially designed 
for ice breaking in the Arctic regions, It 
also authorized the Coast Guard to ae 
quire as a training ship for the Coast 
Guard Academy the Danish training ship 
Danmark, now tied up idle at 
ville, Fla. 

The tirst bill, I. R. 4058, includes a 
provision which “Remeves the ‘Inland 
Waters’ limitation contained in the act of 
22 June 1936 (49 Stat. 820; ULS.C., Supp 
V. Tithe 14 see. 45), which defines the en 
forcement jurisdiction of the Coast Guard 
and provides for the statutory recognition 
of captains in port.” 

It further provides “for a mail service 
for Coast Guard vessels and shore estab 
lishments identical with that provided by 
law for naval and 
lishments.” It “amends

1, Legislative assurance, now, that our land, sea, and air forces will be maintained at such 
strengths as may be determined by the War Department General Staff and the General Board 
of the Navy to be necessary to guard the nation and its interests against any enemy or combi- 
nation of enemies. 

2. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired; all temporarily promoted officers to receive pay of grade in which serving. 

3. A long range study by the Generai Board of the Navy to the end that an equitable and 
ust system of promotion for the line and staff of the Navy and Marine Corps be enacted into 
aw. 

4. Revision of pension laws to assure service widows a living income. 

5. Compensation for service personnel who use privately owned automobiles on govern- 
ment business. 








N the light of the imminent danger which the President has said confronts our 
I country, and which the Aggressors are confirming daily by their actions, and 
in that of the need to meet it, which General Marshall has so ably presented, it 
is amazing that there should be the slightest delay in enacting the National Em- 
ergency Resolution both of these officials favor. Unless that Resolution or legis- 
lation carrying out the purpose it contemplates, be enacted by next Thursday, July 
Sist, the Army we have started to build, will commence to disintegrate, and, also 
of serious importance, the Dictators will be encouraged to continue their brutal 
acts of conquest, and South America, impressed by their victories and convinced 
that no help can be expected from us, will pass into their orbit. At stake, con- 
sequently, is the life of the Nation. It is not a question now of isolation or of 
association with Britain and other powers. The question is whether we shall show 
the world that we intend to have an Army so thoroughly trained that its very 
existence will cause the Axis and Japan to refrain from acts which bring menace 
of attack to our doors. The President has told Congress of the threat that is 
directed against us; General Marshall has reenforced it. In spite of the solemn 
warnings given by these leaders who know, a battle rages in Congress as to whether or 
not the period of service of the National Guard, the Reserves and the selectees, 
shall be continued, and Japan seizes the moment of vacillation to grab strategic 
bases in Indo-China, which will complete the encirclement of the Philippines, and 
enable domination of the routes across which pass such vital raw materials as 
rubber and tin to our factories. General Marshall has told Congressional Com- 
mittees that beginning August 1 he must, unless necessary legislation be enacted, 
begin to recall selectees from Hawaii, Alaska and other distant points, and later 
must discharge men serving in the United States. The sooner Congress realizes that 
preparation for war is a serious business, the sooner we will have an Army capable 
of meeting a thoroughly trained and experienced foe. And the way to develop 
such an Army is to keep with the Colors the men now under them, and to continue 
the training program which is underway. 


Hil’ Country and the Army will expect the Secretary of War to exercise with 

discretion and care the power to terminate the career of an officer of the 
Regular Establishment, which Congress has confided to him. Under the new law, 
the Secretary, “for any cause,” may refer to a Board of General Officers for 
recommendation the case of any officer whose performance of duty, or general 
efficiency, compared with other officers of the same grade and length of service, 
warrants such action. Further, and this is comprehensive, he may refer to such 
a Board the case of any officer whose retention on the active list is not justified 
for “other good and sufficient reasons,” appearing to his satisfaction. That is to 
say, to take an extreme and improbable case, if a Secretary is not satisfied with the 
views of the Chief of Staff, he may retire him by the procedure specified in the 
law. It is true an officer concerned will have the right to a hearing before a Board, 
and it is to be assumed it will give full consideration to the defense he makes. 
Yet the mere fact of the reference by a Secretary is evidence ef the prejudgment 
of that official, and he is in the position, consequently, of prosecutor, the selector 
of the jury, and the final judge. Moreover, under the language of the law, he can 
for any reason satisfactory to him alone, that is to say if the opinions or personality 
of an oflicer be displeasing to him, send the case to a Board. There is no doubt 
that some method of getting rid of unfit officers had to be adopted. The B Board 
plan proved workable because of the intervention of polities, which kept in service 
men who were obviously unfit to be leaders, In our judgment the new law should 
have provided for the creation of Boards of General Officers to examine the records 
of officers, and submit recommendations to the Secretary whose action would be 
final. However this may be, the law is on the statute books and must be enforced. 
Therefore, in order to prevent injustice, there is a need on the part of the Secretary of 
War to draft regulations for his guidance and that of his successor, and to consider 
meticulously the case of every officer before referring it to the General Officers’ 
Board. We recall that the Navy at one time was subject to a plucking system, the 
operations of which proved so unsatisfactory that it was discarded. The new 
Army law will be in effect only during the National Emergency, and by the time of 
its expiration sufficient experience will be gained to determine whether or not it 
shall be continued. We shall hope that during that period substantial justice will 
prevail, and this can be assured only by the utmost watchfulness on the part of the 
Secretary, and performance of their obligations by the Boards, irrespective of 
the viewpoint which he may have.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—tIn his message last Monday on the extension of the term of service 
of the National Guard, Reserves and Selectees, President Roosevelt stated that “in 
all truth we are in the midst of a National Emergency.” Hardly had the echo of his 
words ceased than reports became current of Japan’s purpose to occupy strategic 
bases in southern Indo-China to supplement those she acquired in March in the 
northern part of that territory. The Japanese move was said to have been in accord 
with an understanding reached with the Vichy Government. Since the fall of Syria, 
that Government has been apprehensive of a British-Free French attack on the 
Far Eastern colony, and to counteract it evidently agreed to Japanese occupation, 
probably at German instigation. 

The prospect of Japanese expansion southward always has been a matter of 
concern to Washington, London, and the Dutch Government. It has been realized 
that while Ministries have changed in Tokyo, the fundamental policy of a New 
Order in East Asia, which would comprise Pacific Islands, including the Dutch East 
Indies, has never been deviated from. From time to time, our Government has ex- 
pressed its intention to prevent the realization of that policy, especially with reference 
to the Dutch possessions. This attitude has paralleled that of Great Britain. In fact, 
the two countries are understood to be agreed upon the course of action they shall 
pursue; and in defining it they have been in consultation with the Dutch authorities. 
During the Spring, the Dutch Prime Minister conferred with President Roosevelt, 
und received from him assurances of the deep interest the United States has in 
the fate of his country’s colonies. It follows that we are opposed to the Japanese 
movement, and this opposition was expressed by Acting Secretary of State Welles, who 
notified the Japanese Government that our national security had been threatened 
by its action and that we regarded it as a further drive for conquest. 

From time to time, the Administration in Washington has applied administrative 
restrictions to Japan in order to manifest our dissatisfaction at the course she has 
been pursuing. The latest measure taken against which a protest has been registered, 
was the denial of transit of the Panama Canal to Japanese shipping. In reply the 
Japanese government was informed that the Canal was undergoing repairs, but this 
was countered by the presentation of a list of ships which had been allowed pas- 
sage. Then came the explanation that the latter were carrying American defense 
materials, and, therefore, were permitted to pass. Besides denying use of the Canal 
to the Japanese, there are other short of war measures we can adopt to make her 
understand that we will not tolerate acts of aggression. We can shut down on ex- 
ports of oils, cotton and other goods she must have, and prohibit the importation 
of her silks. We can dismiss her Consuls as we did those of Germany and Italy, 
nnd merely maintain the tenuous diplomatic relations possible with the Embassy 
functioning in Washington. 

It is apparent that the Japanese design on Indo-China accords with the policy 
of the Axis Powers to embarrass Britain. Militarily, Japan is not ready to attack 
Siberia; the Russian divisions there, and the air equipment and submarines they 
have near or at Viadivostook are too strong at this moment for such a campaign. 
With the United States hesitant, and Congress deliberating over the extension of 
military service of the National Guard, Reserves and Selectees, evidently the new 
Ministry formed by Prince Konoye concluded it would be safer to move south, and 
that there would be no danger in taking possession of Indo-China, particularly as 
such action would be agreeable to Vichy. The Japanese can defend their procedure 
by pointing out that the United States at the request of Iceland landed Marines on 
that Island, and that what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander, It is claimed 
by the Japanese that we ure cooperating with Great Britain and Russia to encircle 
her. As proof of this purpose, attention is called to our exchange of diplomatic 
representatives with India. How absurd this is is shown by the distance of India 
from Japan. 

The Far East is not the only subject of concern this week to our Government. 
The Bolivian Government expelled the German Minister accredited to it on the ground 
that he was participating in a plot to overthrow it. Hitler immediately dismissed the 
Bolivian representative in Berlin, and denied that any activities hostile to the La 
Paz Government had been carried on by his agent. The border war between Peru 
and Eeuador has continued in spite of the mediation which the United States, Argen- 
tina and Brazil are conducting. The President has no doubt that every effort is being 
made by the Axis Powers to stir up revolutions in the southern Republics, and he is 
pledged to take steps to assure that such efforts will fail. By his direction, Acting See- 
retary of State Welles advised Bolivia that she or any other of her sister Republics 
would have our full support in the event that an international incident arose from an 
ulleged attempted Nazi coup. General Franco made a speech this week in which 
he aligned Spain with the Axis and practically appealed to South America to follow 
his example. As a result of the attitude he expressed, Spain will not receive the 
generous treatment which has been extended to her in the past. 

Still dominating international policies is the struggle in Russia. If the Soviet 
Armies be destroyed, we may expect further accessions to the Axis Powers. 














National Guard—To eliminate extra physical examination incident to promotion, 
orders have been issued to the field that when National Guard officers are promoted 
to temporary advanced rank in the National Guard of the United States, there need 
be submitted only a statement that the officer has satisfactorily passed a final type 
physical examination within the past year. If no final type examination has been 
given within a year, an examination of the annual type will be given at the time of 
professional examination. Previously, officers temporarily promoted were required to 
take examinations if the last previous tests had been passed more than three months 
before. 

An additional Regular Army general officer was assigned to a National Guard 
command with detail last week of Brig. Gen. James I. Muir to the 44th Division, Ft. 
Dix, N. J. General Muir is the fifth regular general to be assigned to National Guard 
troops since induction of the first units. 

Lt. Col. Thomas E. Bresnahan (Inf.), head of the military education section of 
the operations and training division, National Guard Bureau, has been assigned to 
General Headquarters, Army War College, as commandant, a post which involves 
responsibility for police and fire protection, sanitary measures and other house- 
keeping and administrative details.

The Cardinal 
was particularly pleased with the reports given him by General Wilby on construction 
and equipment of the 23 chapels now being built in the First Corps Area. After the 
conference General Wilby expressed his pleasure at being received by this distinguished 
American and churchman. General Wilby was accompanied on his visit by Maj. J. H 
O'Neill, the First Corps Area Chaplain and Capt. T. J. Sands, Aide-de-camp. 


Sixty-one candidates for commissions as Chaplains in the Regular Army will 
begin taking examinations Wednesday in the offices of the Chief of Chaplains. Exam 
inations will continue through 30 July 1941. Members of various denominations are 
being examined to fill an unannounced number of vacancies. 


Construction has begun at many posts and stations on the regimental chapels 
to be built to a uniform design throughout the United States. At Ft. Dix, N. J, 
earlier this month, Catholic, Protestant and Jewish chaplains joined in ground 
breaking services for the first 12 chapels to be built at that post. On 17 July, 
all three faiths were represented at ground-breaking ceremonies as construction 
was initiated on eight chapels at the Antiaircraft Training Center, Camp Davis 
N. C. Each camp chapel will cost about $22,000, and will be equipped with an electri 
organ, portable altar and special appointments needed by the various religious groups 


The Office of the Chief of Chaplains made public this week a defense by an 
urmy corps chaplain of the decision to build a great number of small chapels, rather 
than a small number of larger buildings. Name of the chaplain was withheld. Said 
the corps chaplain: “Some officers cannot understand why it is contemplated build 
ing so many chapels in our camps. They feel that one or two larger chapels ina 
division would be better than so many small ones... . / All of us should realize that 
this chapel program has been given most careful and thorough consideration, The 
iden of a chapel in every regiment or comparable unit is to accentuate religious 
activity among smaller groups. It is believed that a constructive religious program, 
put on in each regiment would accomplish more real good than the more sporadic 
and spectacular formations held in larger auditoriums. It means hard work for thie 
chaplains, but it offers great possibilities for Country and for God.” 


The Rev. Frederick H. Danker, Ch-Res., rector of St. Luke’s Episcopal Chureh, 
Worcester, Mass., for 27 years, died suddenly on 7 May, it was learned this week. 
Mr. Danker served in the A. E. F. during the World War and was a member of the 
Chaplains’ Reserve since the end of that conflict. He was the brother of the Reverend 
Walton 8S. Danker, former rector of St. John’s Episcopal Chureh, Worcester, the 
first chaplain in the A. E. F. to receive the Croix de Guerre and the first to be 
killed.

It is not surprising, there 
fore, that they come to love him as one of their own and attend his services 484 
matter of expression of loyalty to their endeared counselor and fellow soldier.

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Naval Communications—Secretary of the Navy Knox announced at his press con- 
ference that expansion of facilities of the Naval Communications to meet the in- 
creased load being placed on the system by demands of Navy Department under 
the current emergency is being accomplished by increasing communication personnel, 
ipstallation of telepage printers and similar devices, and by coordinating the use 
of governmental and commercial communication facilities for national defense. 

He pointed out that the Navy Department communications office handled during 
the early part of 1939 an average of 98,402 words per day. Today the average has 
jeaped to 156,864. The increase was attributed to the rapidly progressing naval 
expansion program with its increase of naval shore stations, and other expanded 
gaval activities.

Loring K. Warner was in charge of construction of the hangar and other 
juildings at the new airport and Lt. Harry M. Bernstein, in charge of construction 
of the field. 


Infantry—Col. Maxon S&S. Lough, former chief of the personnel section, Office Chief 
of Infantry, has been assigned as executive officer, replacing Brig. Gen. Eugene W. 
Fales. General Fales, who was confirmed as a brigadier general last week, has been 
assigned as commanding general of the Infantry Replacement Training Center, 
Camp Roberts, Calif. He will leave Washington, Sunday, for his new post. Col. 
Norman Randolph was assigned as chief of the personnel section. 

Two units of the 434th Infantry have been formed and placed on the active 
list at Ft. Jackson, S. C. The units, formed from personnel supplied by the 8th Divi- 
sion, are Detachment, Headquarters Company, consisting of approximately 10 en- 
listed men, and Company A, (Composite), consisting of approximately 210 oflicers 
and enlisted men. 

Maj. John L. Whitelaw, now stationed at Ft, Clayton, C. Z., has been ordered 
to duty at the Office of the Chief of Infantry and will report early in August. 


Provisional Parachute Group —The War Department announced this week that more 
than twice the number of men required to fill the complement of the four parachute 
battalions authorized by the Army have already volunteered. At the present time 
there have been 3,673 volunteers for parachute duty. Of this number, 824 applications 
for parachute duty were received from officers. The table of organization calls for 
only 136 officers for the entire four battalions. 

Officers of the Provisional Parachute Group estimate that if the unit were ex- 
panded to thirty or forty battalions, there would be no shortage of officers or men, so 
popular has this new branch of the service become. 

At the present time the 501st and 502nd battalions have been activated and are 
in training. These two battalions will provide cadres for the 508rd battalion to be 
formed on 1 September and the 504th to be formed on 1 November. Officer personnel 
for the 503rd battalion are already undergoing exteusive training at Ft. Benning, 
(a., While officers for the 504th will be assigned upon activation of the 5038rd. 

Col. William C. Lee, who commands the Provisional Parachute Group at Ft. Ben- 
ulng, came through with an interesting sidelight on the lives of parachute troops. Col. 
Lee said that his attention last week was drawn to five particular members of the 
Provisional Parachute Group, all qualified “jumpers” who seemed overly anxious to 
take an airplane ride. Upon inquiry, Colonel Lee learned that those five men, although 
veteran jumpers, had never landed in an airplane. One of the men explained that 
while he has made numerous “jumps” he has never remained in a plane long 
enough to land with it. Colonel Lee stated that further investigation revealed other 
veteran jumpers who had never landed in a plane. 


Ordnance Department—Considerable satisfaction is being expressed over the promo- 
tion last week of Brig. Gen. Julian S. Hatcher. As Commanding Officer of the Ordnance 
Training Center, General Hatcher commands the second largest troop command in 
Maryland. His is the tremendous job of furnishing the four Field Armies the highly 
specialized and trained Ordnance Personnel for the maintenance of the tanks, guns, 
ind ammunitions of our fast expanding Army. He is an honor graduate of the U. 8. 
Naval Academy, class of 1909. After his graduation, he served as an gflicer in the Navy 
for fourteen months. During this time, he was navigator of a battleship. He also 
served ashore in Cuba with the Marines, instructing in rifle practice. But in the latter 
half of the year 1910 he resigned from the Navy and entered the U. 8S. Army as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Artillery.

Corps of Engineers—Hundreds of soldier engineers of the United States Army are 
putting their shoulders to the wheel from dawn to dusk to speed construction projects 
for the defense of the Panama Canal. To these men, young, ambitious, and uncom- 
plaining, the eight-hour day was never known nor have they worried about it. They 
know they have a job to do and are performing their duties to the best of their ability. 
Mud is no barrier, despite the heavy rains that fall almost daily in the interior of 
Panama. 

While based in Florida, Maj. Lee Washbourne, CE, received orders to board a 
transport with his men, equipment, and machinery, and sail for the Canal Zone. 
Families were left behind at practically a moment's notice, but there was not a 
xrumble. They reached Balboa in a few days, and in less than 12 hours after disem- 
barkation, were busy breaking ground for their quarters in the interior of Panama. 
Since the end of April, these engineers have been working six days per week from 
sunrise to sunset, earning their $21 per month. Their diligence says Major Wash 
bourne, is symbolic of the spirit that reigns in the men wh. are protecting the Panama 
Canal. The heavy equipment these Engineers brought down with them from the 
United States is probably as large as any that has arrived there this year. The Engi- 
neers Claim it will play second fiddle only to that in use for the construction of the 
new third set of locks. 

Quinine is a regular dish on the menu of these men. They average more than 
100 grains per month per man as a protective measure against malaria. The unit 
medico, Capt. Ignatius A. Bednarkiewiez, of Schenectady, N. Y. finds his men a 
healthy bunch. A few are afflicted with tropical influenza occassionally, but he has 
had very few cases of malaria. Most of the medical treatment is for minor injuries 
sustained while on the job, which are common on all such construction projects. 

Major Washbourne is the only Regular Army Officer in the unit. His four 
assistants are Reserve Officers. They are: Ist Lt. M. D. Steller, and 2nd Lts. W. J. 
Koch, Roger ID. Kase and J. W. Paxton. The of the unit is Technical 
Sergeant Lakey, of Collinwood, Tennessee.

Bureau of Ordnance—A_ $70,000,000 explosive plant has been authorized in the 
$585,000,000 Naval authorization bill passed by the Ilouse of Representatives last 
week. The bill, H. R. 5256, contains an item of $125,000,000 for increase of facilities 
for manufacture of ordnance materials. Appropriations to carry out the authoriza- 
tions are now before Congress, 

Describing the proposed new ordnance plant on the floor of the House, Repre- 
sentative Vinson, of Ga., chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee, said, “The char- 
acter of the explosive is confidential and secret, but out of this sum of $125,000,000 
somewhere over the country the Navy Department and the War Department are 
going to build a $70,000,000 explosive plant. It is necessary to build a plant of that 
kind to make this secret explosive, and I must ask the Committee (of the whole 
Hfouse) not to inquire about its characteristics. That plant is going to be built, and 
is going to be built in a thinly populated community.”

Naval Aeronauties—Following a conference this week between members of. the 
Senate and House Naval Affairs Committees, the House conferees asked members of 
their body to accept Senate amendments to IL. R. 3537 which would permit airship 
facilities to be constructed on a cost-plus-a-fixed-fee basis. 

The bill, as passed by the House provided for construction of airship facilities 
on a competitive bidding basis. Authorized by the measure were landing flelds in the 
Norfolk-Cape Hatteras area and at Boston, to cost $6,500,000 each; auxiliary landing 
facilities to cost $3,000,000, and transfer of Moffett Field, Sunnydale, Cal., from 
the War to the Navy Department, which originally controlled it. 

Expenditures of $100,000 in research upon rotary-wing planes, gliders, metal- 
hulled airships and the like also was authorized, 


Finance Department—The Finance Department announced this week the activation 
of disbursing officers for the 28th National Guard Division at Indiantown Gap, Pa., 
and the 38rd National Guard Division at Camp Forrest, Tenn., bringing to a total 
of 15 the number of National Guard divisions now in Federal service who have self- 
contained disbursing offices, At the present time, all disbursing of all the National 
Guard Divisions, with exception of the 34th Division, Camp Claiborne, La., the 
40th Division at Camp San Luis Obispo, Calif., and the 43rd Division at Camp 
Blanding, Fla., have been set up and are in operation, The three divisions above 
are in the process of forming their own disbursing offices, which are expected 
to be activated in the near future.

Aircraft Warning Service 

Duties of the Chief Signal Officer in 
connection with the Aircraft Warning 
Service have been amplified and defined 
by changes in AR 105-5, promulgated this 
week.

and subsequent revocation thereof may be 
ordered by the commanding officer of the per 
son concerned without reference to higher 
authority. In all other cases such action shall 
be reported, with the reasons therefor, for 
contirmation to the officer who issued the 
order requiring the person concerned to par 
ticipate regularly and frequently in aerial 


flights. The confirmation of such action shall 
have the effect of suspending the order to 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights as to the person concerned from the 
date such suspension from flying was made 
When any officer, warrant officer, or enlisted 


man so suspended from flying becomes, in the 
opinion of his commanding officer, again fit

Strategic Materials 

The louse Military Committee this 
week presented to Congress a report on 
the supply of strategic and critical ma- 
terials, based on a study undertaken by a 
special sub-committee headed by Repre- 
sentative Faddis, of Pa. 

Delays in the procurement of stock- 
piles of strategie and critical materials, 
the sub-committee said, were due to 
failure of Congress, the administration 
and the public to initiate a stockpile pro- 
gram at an earlier date; failure to en- 
trust toa responsible head the full author 
ity to carry out the will of Congress in 
the legislation enacted ; failure of a sense 
of urgency on the part of officials of pur 
chasing organizations ; delay in establish 
ing conservation methods and use of sub 
stitutes for fear of creating unemploy- 
ment: delays in building of plants and 
facilities fer the conversion of raw m- 
terials into finished products. 

Objections to the finding in some par 
ticnlars were filed by two members of the 
full Military Affairs Committee, Repre 
sentatives Overton Brooks of La., and 
John Sparkman of Ala. The two members 
stated that, “It is unfortunate that a te 
port should issue at this time so bitterly 
criticising so many connected with this 
vital part of our defense program. The 
great effort that has been exerted should 
call for praise rather than blame. OU 
people should not be needlessly alarmed 
We feel that the majority report is caleu- 
lated to do that.”’

Extension of Tours of Service 

Proposals to retain National Guards. 
men, Reserve officers and other Reserye 
components and selective service trainees 
in active service in the Army beyond the 
present limit of 12 months seemed likely 
to reach the floors of Congress soon, as 
the Senate Military Affairs committee 
virtually wound up hearings on its mea- 
sures late this week. 

The House Military Affairs Committee, 
which began hearings on the proposals 
this week, will not hold as exhaustive a 
series of hearings as the Senate Commit. 
tee, it is believed. The Senate Committee 
has been holding hearings for the past 
two weeks. 

Under consideration by the Senate 
Committee are two resolutions—S. J. Res, 
92, which would remove restrictions on 
the number and length of service of ge. 
lectees, and S. J. Res. 93, which would 
authorize retention in the active service 
of members and units of Reserve com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States, 

The House has under study two idep- 
tical resolutions, H, J. Res. 217 and H, J. 
Res, 218, introduced by Chairman May 
of the Military Affairs Committee on 21 
July. 

In addition, in both House and Senate, 
additional resolutions have been intro- 
duced which provided for the declaration 
by Congress of a national emergency, but 
eifective only for “the purposes of (1) 
authorizing the President to exercise the 
power conferred upon him by Section 
3b of the Selective Training and Service 
Act of 1940, and (2) the laws relating 
to service by members and units of re- 
serve components of the Army of the 
United States in the active military ser- 
vice of the United States.” The two reso- 
lutions thus would permit the President 
to retain all members of the Army of 
the United States. Representative May, 
of Ky., was author of H. J. Res, 220, 
and Senator Thomas of Utah, was author 
of 8S. J. Res. 95. 

Senator Truman, of Missouri, member 
of the Senate Military Committee, in- 
troduced an amendment to 8. J. Res. 92, 
providing that any selectee upon comple- 
tion of his 12-months’ service shall be af- 
forded an opportunity to volunteer for 
service for such additional time as the 
l’resident may deem necessary. 

Senator Downey, of Calif., at the same 
time proposed a bill, S. 1760, which would 
pay to each selectee and each person or- 
dered to duty as a member of the Army 
of the United States, $30 additional for 
each month over 12 said person is de 
tained in service. This bonus would be 
paid in monthly installments after said 
persons left the service. It would not ap 
ply to retired personnel recalled to active 
duty. 

Another proposal was laid before the 
committee by Senator Taft, of Ohio, who 
suggested that periods of service be in- 
creased from 12 to 16 months. 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
began its hearings 23 July with General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, as first 
witness. Much of General Marshall’s tes 
timoney was given in executive session, 
and following the hearings Chairman May 
stated that conditions facing the country 
were graver than many realized. 





Colored Enlisted Men 


Colored enlisted men are now servig 
in twelve branches of the Army, includ 
ing the Air Corps, the War Department 
announced this week. 

Latest figures show that 69,633 officers 
and men are on duty in all of the nine 
Corps Areas. Of the officers, nine, inclué 
ing three Reserve officers, are in the 
Regular Army. There are 227 National 
Guard oflicers and 23 Reserve oflicers—# 
total of 259. 

There are eight warrant officers in the 
Regular Army and three in the National 
Guard. There are fifteen in the Am 
Nurse Corps. 

The enlisted men in the Regular Arm) 
number 26,888. In addition, there are * 
585 National Guardsmen and 213 Re 
serves. 

There are 39,015 trainees assigned © 
Regular Army units and 1,647 assi 
to National Guard units. 
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National Defense Appropriations 

The House of Representatives this week 
took up a $7,063,238,478 supplemental ap- 
propriation for the fiscal year 1942 for the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commission and 
other defense agencies. An additional one 
billion dollars in contract authority was 
yoted the Maritime Commission. 

The House acted immediately on the ap- 
propriation measure submitted to it 
Thursday morning, 24 July, by its Appro- 
priations Committee, which pared $37,- 
639,778.01 from the budget estimates sent 
to it the week before. Nearly $10,000,000 
was taken from the War Department es- 
timates, $56,000,000 from the Navy es- 
timates, and $28,000,000 was added to 
other defense estimates. 

Supplementing the money just appro- 
priated for the fiscal year which began 1 
July, the measure known as the “First 
Supplemental National Defense Appro- 
priation Bill, 1942,” makes the following 
provisions : 

Military Establishment 

The budget estimate was for $4,770, 
065,558. The committee reduced this to 
$4,760,203,813, an amount which will be 
added to the $7,084,660,700 which was 
contained in the regular 1942 appropria- 
tion. 

“The additional appropriations ree- 
ommended,” said the committee, “are 
wholly for or incident to the procurement 
of additional essential and critical items 
of equipment.” 

Of the supplemental amount, $3,409,- 
§21,539 will go into building up ammuni- 
tion reserves and for the procurement of 
a reserve of special ordnance items. Ad- 
ditional horses and mules will be pro- 
cured as replacements and to permit crea- 
tion of two additional horse-mechanized 


regiments. Also ineluded in the esti- 
mates was $4,000,000 for four 175-foot 
armored boats which the Air Corps 


would use as moving targets for sand- 
filled practice bombs. 
Naval Establishment 

Two new authorization measures, one 
for a $244,268,500 public works program 
and the other authorizing $585,000,000 for 
shipbuilding and ordnance facilities, were 
necessary to permit appropriation of the 
$1,625,207,668.01 requested for the Navy 
in addition to regular 1942 funds amount- 
ing to $8,428,117,738. The committee cut 
the estimate to $1,569,374,665 

Of this amount $173,000,000 will cover 
personnel expansion of the Navy; $88, 
10,000 Marine Corps expansion; $300,- 
0,000 public works projects both newly 
authorized and now under way ; $56,000,- 
""} collateral public works expenses; 
$380,000,000 additional materiel needs 
and services for ships and aircraft ; $369,- 
0.000 to procure an emergency reserve 
of materiel: $160,090,000 for additional 
ship repair facilities, and $100,000,000 
increase in the capital of the naval sup- 
ply aecount fund. 

The committee cut out requests for a 
plant protection force, as yet unauthor- 
ied; cut $20,000,000 from Bureau of 
Ships maintenance ; eliminated a request 
for a $10,000,000 naval accounting fund ; 
mit $8,571,500 from public works esti 
mates, 

The bill provides for an average in- 
(tease of 10,916 naval officers on active 
duty and for an average increase of 63, 
5 enlisted men, the latter being in- 
‘reased from a maximum of 258,000 to 
4Mmaximum of 369,000. For the Marine 
Corps, provision is made for personnel 
ind materiel expenses for an average in- 
Crease of 407 officers and 21.342 men, the 
maximum number of each being 5,014 and 
000, respectively. Provision is made 
for 21 additional nonrigid airships for 
patrol duty. A request for $2,000,000 to

Ist Armored Division 

Ft. Knox, Ky.—The First Armored Di 
vision, its first birthday celebration over.

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Financial Digest 

The House of Representatives will be- 
gin under rule on Monday the new tax 
bill reported by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. The revenue the mea- 
sure is expected to produce will be an 
additional $3,529,000,000, made up from 
Corporate taxes, amounting to $1,322,- 
00,000, individual income taxes, $1,152,- 
000,000, and estate and gift taxes, $151,- 
900,000, the balance coming from excise 
taxes, The bill as reported, contains the 
provision requiring married couples to 
file joint returns, the Committee decid- 
ing that its rejection would compel the 
raising of the $300,000,000 it will produce, 
from other heavily burdened sources. As 
framed, the bill is intended to afd in pre 
venting inflation, but it is unlikely to have 
much effect upon this danger because of 
the tender consideration shown those in 
the lowest brackets, whose votes far ex- 
ceed those in the midd!e and highest in- 
come groups. 

This matter of inflation continues to be 
the subject of acrimonius discussion in 
Washington. It is the opinion of Admin- 
istration leaders that this danger can be 
averted by merely placing a ceiling over 
industrial prices, with, perhaps later, a 
ceiling over rents. Nothing is to be done 
about wages or farm prices. Labor or- 
ganizations are lobbying against any fix- 
ation of maximum wages on the ground 
that such action would result in strikes 
and reduction in production, and as to 
farm prices a formidable farm lobby is 
insisting that they shall not be ceiled and 
that the flooring recently placed under 
them shall be retained. 

In the meantime, Price Administrator 
Henderson is procceding to fix prices as 
necessity arises, in all cases save wages 
and farm products as above, and interest, 
public utility and transportation, Ile told 
the Senate Defense Investigating Com- 
mittee this week he will continue this 
practice until told to stop by the Presi- 
dent or Congress. Already, he is in a 
sharp dispute with the OPM as a result of 
his order cutting passenger car produc- 
tion by 50 per cent. By this action, he 
proposed to divert steel and other defense 
materials and to make use of automobile 
facilities, for defense manufacture. The 
order intensified the outery that unem- 
ployment would result, and the President 
and the OPM promised that to avert it, 
there would be gradual substitution of 
defense work for the passenger car out- 
put. 

Secretary Ickes is negotiating for pri- 
vate construction of crude oil pipe lines 
from Texas and Middle West oil fields to 
the industrial east. He is also asking the 
oil industry to increase its tankerage 
“apacity by adding from 40 to 50 vessels 
to the 139 ships it and the Maritime Com- 
mission are constructing. Mr. Ickes 
promised to recommend steel and machin- 
ery priorities for this work. It is esti- 
mated that the pipe lines cannot be con- 
structed under eight months, and in the 
meantime, in order to supply defense fac- 
tories along the Atlantic Coast with oil, 
savings of gas and oil will be required 
from auto users and householders. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has loaned Britain $425,000,000 
against collateral made up of American 
securities. The loan will prevent the 
forced sale in our markets of bonds and 
stocks by the British Government, in or- 
der to raise dollar exchange with which 
to meet contracts made before the Lend- 
Lease Act went into effect. The RFC 
has loaned Chile $10,000,000 to facilitate 
Chilean purchases in the United States, 
and Colombia, $5,000,000 for public works. 
These loans are expected to be helpful 
in assuring the support of American 
policies by those two countries.

July 1941. The number of officers on the 
active list for 1 July 1940 was 6,783. The 
increase of 409 officers ordinarily would 


have entitled the Navy to four more rear 
admirals and over 100 lieutenants. Tow 
ever, the statutory limitation of 70 rear 
admirals will allow only two promotions 
to that grade, Retention of fitted officers 
on the active list during the period of 
the emergency has operated to reduce the 
number of lieutenants. 

Distribution is figured on the 
one per cent of all officers being rear ad 
mirals, four per cent captains, eight per 
cent commanders, 15 per cent lieutenant 
commanders, 30 per cent lieutenants and 
12 per cent lieutenants junior grade and 
ensigns.
